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1. HEADQUARTERS FULLY SHALRES MLB'S CONCERN THAT SUBJECT HAY 
NOW BE WORKING FOR THE FEDREP GOVERNMENT. IF SUCH IS THE CASE, WE 
CONCUR WITH MLB'S SUGGESTION THAT A SUITABLE MEMORANDUM OF WARNING 
BE PREPARED FOR PASSAGE TO THE APPROPRIATE FEDREP OFFICE AND/OR 
THE BFV VIA BONN LIAISON. 

2. BONN - PLEASE DETERMINE IF SUBJECT IS ASSIGNED TO THE 
BUNDESPRESSEAMT . 

3. WE REQUEST THAT COS GERMANY ASSUME RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
PREPARING THE WARNING MEMORANDA AND FOR THE NECESSARY FIELD 
COORDINATION. WE BEL I EVC THAT COS SHOULD SEEK FURTHER DETAILS 
FROM 66 ICG CONCERNING THEIR PAST RELATIONSHIP WITH SUBJECT AND 
ABOUT HIS BACKGROUND, PRIOR TO PREPARING ANY MEMORANDA. WE SUG- 
GEST THAT THE NOTE CONTAIN DETAILS INCLUDING THE NAMES AND CIRCUM- 
STANCES OF HIS PAST EASTERN IS CONTACTS TOGETHER WITH THE STATE- 
MENT THAT UPHILL ALSO HAS INFORMATION CONCERNING SUBJECT. WE 

FEEL THAT THE BFV SHOULD ALSO BE ADVISED THAT WE BELIEVE SUBJECT 
SHOULD BE PLACED UNDER ACTIVE SCRUTINY. 
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
